At the same time the complete 
Government announcement giving 
list of the cities at which the 
stamps will be on sale on April 
21st, is appended. This issue of 
Linn’s Weekly should reach every 
one of our readers in sufficient time 
to permit them to get covers into 
this flight. 

You will have the news before 
you, do not waste a minute. Get 
your certified check or money or- 
der direct to Mr. Von Meister for 
the foreign covers you want and 
get a money order to your nearest 
postmaster, who will handle the 
stamps and have them on sale 
April 21st so that they will come 
back to you promptly. Read the 
instructions carefully and act im- 
mediately. Do not send your post- 
master or Mr. Von Meister a check. 
Send exactly what is asked for. 
Thousands of dollars have been lost 
on worthless checks and your check 
is no good with these people. If 
you get left out on this trip you 
have no one to blame but yourself. 

If you don’t have the cash to buy 
the special stamps bear in mind 
that any U. S. Postage stamps are 
good for postage. Maybe you have 


some odd high value stuck around 
somewhere that you would like to 
use up on this flight.

“GRAF ZEPPELIN” EUROPE-PAN 
AMERICA ROUND FLIGHT 


Second Assistant Post- 
master General, 


Washington, Apr. 3, 1930. 


In connection with the first Eu- 
ope-Pan America round flight to be 
made by the Graf Zeppelin, start- 
ing on or after May 10, 1930, from 
Friedrichshafen, Germany, via Se- 
ville, Spain, and Pernambuco, Bra- 
zil, to Rio de Janeiro, Brazil, thence 
back to Pernambuco, thence to 
Lakehurst and return to Friedrich- 
shafen via Seville, arrangements 
have been made for sending by the 
flight mentioned, both from Fried- 
richsafen to Lakehourst and from 
Lakehurst to Friedrichshafen, or- 
dinary letters (not exceeding 1 
ounce in weight) and post cards 
mailed in this country and pre- 
paid with United States stamps. 
A special cachet will be used on 
such letters and post ecards dis- 
patched by the Graf Zeppelin from 
both Friedrichshafen and Lake- 
hurst. 

The rates (postage plus fee for 
air dispatch) applicable for dis- 
patch from New York to Fried- 
richshafen by the ordinary means, 
thence by the Graf Zeppelin to 
Lakehurst, N. J. (via Seville- 


Pernambuco-Rio de Janeiro-Per- 
nambuco) and from Lakehurst by 
the United States domestic air 
mail service, where available, to 
the office of destination in this 
country are: 

$2.60 for each letter. 

$1.30 for each single post card. 


Articles for this dispatch should 
be marked “Via Friedrichshafen 
and Graf Zeppelin to Lakehurst” 
and be sent under cover to the 
postmaster at New York (so as to 
reach New York not later than 
Apr. 30), after being properly pre- 
paid. If the special issue Zeppelin 
stamps (see Notice of the Third 
Assistant Postmaster General in 
the BULLETIN in this connection) 
are not available at the office of 
mailing and are desired a money 
order, made payable to the post- 
master at New York, to cover the 
rate applicable as above stated 
should be sent in the same cover. 

The rates (postage plus fee for 
the air dispatch) applicable for 
dispatch by the Graf Zeppelin 
from Lakehurst to Seville or Fried- 
richshafen are: 


$1.30 for each letter. 


65 cents for each single post 
card. 


Articles for this dispatch may 
be addressed for delivery in this 
country or any European country 
and should be marked “Via Graf 
Zeppelin, care Postmaster, Lake- 
hurst, N. J.” and be deposited in 
the mails in regular course in time 
to reach Lakehurst before the Graf 
Zepelin departs for Europe. 





Further information as to the date 
of departure will be announced 
later. Such of these articles as are 
addressed for delivery in this coun- 
try will be sent back from Ger- 
many by the next steamer and will 
be dispatched from New York by 
the United States domestic air 
service, when practicable, to the 
office of destination. 

As in the case of articles for the 

dispatch mentioned first above, if 
the special issue Zeppelin stamps 
are desired and are not obtainable 
at the office of mailing, a money 
order, made payable to the post- 
master at New York, to cover the 
rate applicable should be sent un- 
ia special cover, with the article 
to be mailed to the postmaster at 
New York. 

The Graf Zeppelin will also car- 
ry mail from Friedrichshafen, Se- 
ville, Pernambuco, and Rio de Ja- 
neiro, on which the rates as shown 
below must be prepaid with stamps 
issued by each country concerned:

With such articles sent to Mr. 
Von Meister should be sent a cer- 
tified check or money order in 
Unites States currency to prepay 
the articles at the rate applicable. 

Articles to be prepaid with Ger- 
man stamps for dispatch from 
Friedrichshafen, or with Spanish 
stamps for dispatch from Seville 
should be mailed in time for de- 
livery to Mr. Von Meister not later 
than Apr. 28. Articles to be pre- 
paid with Brazilian stamps for 
dispatch from Brazil should be 
mailed in time to reach Mr. Von 
Meister not later than Apr. 26. 
Such articles will be sent by Mr. 
Von Meister to the agents of the 
Graf Zeppelin at the different for- 
eign offices named for the applica- 
tion of the proper stamps and de- 
livery to the postal authorities. 

The arrangements herein set 
forth have been made as a matter 
of convenience to stamp collectors. 
Dispatch by the Graf Zeppelin is 
not guaranteed. 

Registered mail will not be ac- 
accepted for this flight.

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THE YEAR OF THE BIG FLOOD 


That is a year that will never 
be forgotten by residents of cen- 
tral and southern Ohio, who were 
on deck in 1913. Dayton, Ohio, 
was almost wholly submerged, the 
entire Western part of Columbus 
was under water, many small towns 
were in up to their neck and some 
even over their heads. Postal 
souvenirs of this disaster have sel- 
dom been seen. The Editor of 
Linn’s Weekly has one that he has 
prized for many years, a cover 
mailed from the hilltop at the 
western side of the city without 
postage stamps. The corner of 
the envelope was marked, “Can’t 
get stamps”. This cover was 
handled and postage due collected 
on it from addressee. A souvenir 
from Dayton, Ohio, is now at hand 
from Mr. Arthur Dempsey, of 
Richmond Hill, N. Y. Mr. Demp- 
sey states that his father was in 
Dayton during this period of 
“hochwasser” and that the cover 
that he submits was addressed to 
Mrs. Dempsey from Dayton dur- 
ing the time of the flood. The cov- 
er is marked in the corner where 
the stamp belongs, “Dayton Flood 
District”. It was delivered in 
Richmond Hill without postage 
due. Surely a cover that is worthy 
of keeping, for Uncle Sam seldom 
overlooks his 2¢ for postage. 


NEW ULTRA RAY LENS 


Specially constructed violet ray 
lights and lenses have been used 
by dealers in the past few years 
for examining stamps and great 
assistance has been had from these 
lamps in the detection of counter- 
feits. A German correspondent 
advises us that he is just getting 
a new Lens with an electric foun- 
tain that will produce bluish rays 
and enable one to determine exact 
tints or textures of paper at any 
time, night or day and independent 
of prevailing illumination, such as 
gas, oil or electric lights. The “UIl- 
tra-Ray Lens” consists of double 
lenses and will enlarge any object 
up to 20 times the original size. 
These new lenses are to be avail- 
able at a price within the reach of 
collectors and will undoubtedly be 
of much value and interest to col- 
lectors. 


PUSSY FOOTING 


At the March 20th meeting of 
the Philadelphia Stamp Club, let- 
ters were read from the Tucson 
Stamp Club and from the Phila- 
telic Society of Pittsburgh, approv- 
ing the stand taken by the Phila- 
delphia Stamp Club as regards the 
future of the Sales te of 
the A. P. S 

Then we find in the American 
Philatelist a statement by Editor 
Fennell that ‘Dame Rumor, the old 
girl with a waggling tongue, has 
been working overtime of late cir- 
culating tales about some plan to 
abolish the Sales Department and 
weird stories about personal and 
factional strife within the organ- 
ization.” 

We can not conceive of anyone 
attempting to discredit the offi- 
cials of the society as is suggested 
by Mr. Fennel as a possible reason 
for publication of remarks about 
the status of the Sales Department. 
All that is needed in this matter 
is the publication of the actual 
resolutions as presented at the 
Milwaukee convention and _ then 
members can judge the merits of 
the matter for themselves. This 
is a matter that is of vital interest 
to society members. The covering 
up or expurgating of such things 
is what causes rumors and lack of 
confidence. The members who were 
not there are entitled to the facts. 
Let the society reports give these 
facts and then the members can 
act for themselves. 


PERSISTENCE WINS 


In Rochester, N. Y., a stamp 
club has been started at the Mon- 
roe Junior-Senior High School. 
Edward Filiega, its president, had 
been trying for many weeks to 
get permission from the _ school 
authorities to organize the Club 
within the school. He was finally 
given this permission and at the 
first meeting there were 32 in at- 
tendance. Elwood Morgan is sec- 
retary-treasurer of the Club and 
states that in May, when the 
school has an exhibit of the prod- 
ucts and work of its various school 
clubs it is proposed to hold a 
stamp exhibit.

UNITED STATES 

The 2c Massachusetts Tercen- 
tenary stamp will be issued on 
April 8th at Boston and Salem and 
will be available at the Philatelic 
Agency on April 10th. The offi- 
cial description of the stamps is 
“an upright rectangle .75” x .87” 
in size. Across the top in white 
Roman letters is the wording 
‘United States Postage’. Below 
this on either side of a semicir- 
cular panel is an ornate triangle. 
The semicircular panel contains 
the title, in white Roman lettering, 
‘Massachusetts Bay Colony’. This 
panel is supported on either side 
by small acanthus leaf brackets, 
and below these are two ovals with 
the numeral ‘2” in white on a dark 
background, these ovals being con- 
nected at the base of the stamp by 
a panel with the word ‘Cents’, in 
white Roman lettering. In the 
center of the stamp is the Colonial 
seal with the figure of an Indian 
holding in the left hand a bow, and 
in his right an arrow, while on 
either side of the figure is a small 
pine tree. The date ‘1630’ and 
‘1930’ in red numerals are shown 
outside the lower part of the seal 
following the curve of the oval.” 


The 2c “Carolina” will be issued 
at Charleston on April 10th and 
will be obtainable at the Philatelic 
Agency on April 12th. The Offi- 
cial description follows: “The new 
stamp will be the same size and 
color as the present two-cent 
stamp. In the upper half of the 
new stamp will be a semicircular 
ribbon with the words ‘United 
States Postage’ in Roman letter- 
ing, while in a similar ribbon in 
the lower half but shorter will be 
the words ‘Charleston, S. C.’ in 
the same style lettering. The ends 
of this ribbon will be split to form 
a scroll on either side, indicating 
the names of two sprays, on one 
side rice, and on the opposite in- 
digo, the principal products of the 
colony. In each upper corner in 
white letters conforming to the 
edge of the ribbon will be the 
dates ‘1680-1930’, and in the lower 
corners in small ovals the white 
numerals ‘2’ connecting these ovals 
with the word ‘Cents’ in white 
Roman. The semicircular ribbon 
will form a border which incloses 
a scene on the bayshore, depicting 
the figures of a Colonial Governor 
and a friendly Indian, with two 





ships anchored in the bay. Under 
the figures is the wording ‘250th 
Anniversary’.” 


TEXAS CENTENNIAL STAMPS 


The United Press reports that 
the Texas Legislature has request- 
ed the Post Office Department to 
issue a special set of stamps to 
commemorate the Centennial of 
Texas Independence. Denomina- 
tions of one, two, three, five and 
ten cents in double size have been 
asked for. Designs suggested de- 
pict the “Siege of San Antonio”, 
“Fall of the Alamo”, “Massacre at 
Goliad”, “Battle of San Jacinto” 
and a picture of Stephen F. Aus- 
tin, early Texas colonizer. If the 
request is granted the stamps will 
be issued in March, 1936. 


ZEPPELIN STAMPS 


The following is quoted from 
the “New York Sun of March 31, 
1930: “A special series of stamps 
in denominations heretofore un- 
known in this country is to be is- 
sued by the Post Office Depart- 
ment in connection with the pro- 
jected European - Pan-American 
flight of the Graf Zeppelin. The 
series will consist of three espe- 
cially designed stamps in denomi- 
nations of 65 cents, $1.30 and 
$2.60, representing the rates ap- 
plying to letters and postal cards 
bs be carried by the Graf Zeppe- 
in. 

The $2.60 rate applies to letters 
mailed in the United States for the 
round trip—New York to Fried- 
richshafen by steamship, Fried- 
richshafen, Pernambuco and Rio 
De Janeiro to Lakehurst, N. J., by 
air. The letter rate on the last 
leg of the trip from New York to 
Friedrichshafen via Seville, Spain, 
will be $1.30, return dispatch via 
regular steamship mail to New 
York, and thence by air mail or 
other means to point of address. 

The rate on post cards for the 
round trip will be $1.30, and the 
65 cent rate will apply to post 
cards mailed in the United States

A complete de- 
scription of the stamps, colors and 
the date and place of first sale will 
be announced later. 

It was announced by the Post- 
master-General that a very close 
working agreement has been made 
with the Graf Zeppelin company 
for the better handling of covers 
mailed in the United States.

WELLS SALE PRICES 


Postage stamp prices are still 


going up regardless of general 
business conditions. The New 


York World of March 27 contains 
a list of prices paid for some of the 
choice items from the collection 
of the late Thomas Lawrence 
Wells, sold at the American-Ander- 
son Galleries. The first two ses- 
sions of the sale brought $16,349.75 
for 437 items. 

The best price was $1000 for a 
block of four 2c Louisiana Pur- 
chase, imperf horizontally. Our 
recollection is that this was found 
in a full sheet at the Cleveland, 
Ohio, postoffice. A pair of the 
2c 1903 issue, sold at $420. It is 
interesting to note that the Scott 
Specialized catalogue lists this 
item and explains its origin by 
stating that “during the use of 
this stamp, the Postmaster at San 
Francisco discovered in his stock 
sheets of No. 319, each of which 
had the horizontal perforations 
missing between the two top rows 
of stamps. In order to facilitate 
their separation, the Imperf, rows 
were rouletted, and the stamps 
sold over the counter. We, there- 
fore, find vertical pairs with reg- 
ular perforations all around and 
rouletted between.” 

An 8c on Bluish paper listing 
at $400 was sold at $640. A de- 
fective copy of the 2c Pan Ameri- 
can invert was knocked down at 
$510. 


MODERN STAMPLESS 
COVER 





A letter, signed Andy McPinch 
and giving his address as Aber- 
deen, Scotland, has come to the 
office of Linn’s Weekly. It came 
in one of these modern stampless 
covers that some wag has invented 
as a way to beat the postoffice 
out of a 2c stamp. 

The upper left corner of the 
envelope bears our own address, 
the envelope is then addressed to 
Andy McPinch, Aberdeen, Scot- 
land. It was then dropped in the 
mail box without a 2c stamp on 
it.

Graf Zeppelin Pan-American 
Flight. 


The announcement that the Post 
Office Department would issue a 
special series of three stamps for 
this flight, has created the wildest 
enthusiasm among stamp and air 
mail collectors. Three denomina- 
tions, 65 cent, $1.30 and $2.60, will 
be issued, and each will have a 
separate design, which it is said 
will be distinctive and artistic, de- 
picting the Graf Zeppelin in 
flight. One million of each will be 
issued. The $2.60 rate applies to 
letters mailed in the United States 
for the round trip—New York to 
Friedrichshafen by steamer, Fried- 
richshafen, Pernambuco, Rio de 
Janeiro to Lakehurst, New Jersey, 
by Graf Zeppelin, and by plane in 
the U. S. to your home address. 
The letter rate on the last leg of 
the flight from Lakehurst to 
Friedrichshafen, via Seville, Spain, 
will be $1.30 with return dispatch 
via regular steamship mail to New 
York, and thence by air to you. 
The 65 cent rate applies to post 
cards sent same as above. We be- 
lieve these arrangements by the 
department for the people (not 
merely collectors) is the greatest 
boon ever provided to assist in ob- 
taining this souvenir mail; and 
should be used by thousands of 
people who are not now active col- 
lectors. We believe that you can 
mail a letter in your home post 
office, addressed to yourself in 
your own home town, with the fol- 
lowing written in the upper left 
hand corner: “Via Graf Zeppelin, 
Round Trip, New York to Fried- 
richshafen” etc. and that it will 
travel as above outlined, if prop- 
erly franked with the appropriate 
stamp. At this writing we cannot 
say where these stamps will be 
put on sale but before May Ist if 
your mail reaches New York, we 
believe it will be safely carried. In- 
quire of your local postmaster dai- 
ly for the stamps and we also ex- 
pect to get this information for 
you in time to be used. This looks 
like one of the greatest opportuni- 
ties ever offered to the reader and 
oo be taken advantage of by 
all.

Maritime Flight Data. 


The number of pieces carried on 
the Maritime Flights, so-called, on 
December 9th, 1929, is compara- 
tively small, as shown by the fol- 
lowing figures, now available: 
Montreal to Quebec, 2309; to St. 
John 3065; to Moncton, 2514; Que- 
bec to Montreal, 2495; to Moncton, 
2265; to St. John, 2476; St. John 
to Moncton, 2500; to Montreal, 
3000; to Quebec, 2700. The figures 
make these covers look good; all 
of which reminds the writer of 
what Harry Truby said recently 
to him, which was that these early 
Canadians and F. A. M.’s would 
probably in ten years from now be 
classed along with the Pioneer 
covers of today.

Beaver Islands Air Mail 


The Beaver Island Trip carrying 
mail by plane must now be known 
as Emergency Trip No. 1 made on 
January 19th, 1930. This officially 
authorized flight or rather mail 
carrying trip was made at a time 
the regular mail boat had been 
frozen in, so that no mail delivery 
had been made to Beaver Islands 
for several days. This trip pos- 
sibly could not have been made if 
a plan had not been made to re- 
move an injured lumberman from 
the Islands to the mainland so as 
to secure hospital treatment. On 
the outgoing trip from Charlevoix 
to Beaver Islands there was taken 
considerable package mail but only 
about 120 letters. Of this number 
about ten have been recovered and 
identified as of being carried on 
this first trip. 

I am also advised that the return 
from Beaver Islands on January 
19th, that about 100 letters were 
carried. None of these were marked 
for identification thus none have 
been reported. However, these let- 
ters would show the Beaver Island, 
Mich., Jan. 19th, 1930, cancellation 
and if located will prove exception- 
ally valuable covers. 

I have been officially advised that 
Emergency Trip No. 2 was made 
on March 22nd from Charlevoix, 
Mich., to Beaver Islands, carrying 
340 lbs. of all kinds of mail. Some 
letters carried on this second flight 
have been autographed. 

There also was arranged Emer- 
gency Trip No. 3 on March 29th. 
This trip was made with consid- 
erable mail. The pilot flew his plane 
over the Islands but could not find 
the landing field on account of a

ANACHRONISIMS 





One thing that always gives an 
ardent philatelist satisfaction is 
the detection of a chronological 
error in the design of a stamp. 
Numerous anachronisms are being 
discovered annually. Some are 
easily recognized while others re- 
quire exact knowledge of history 
for their detection. 

The one cent Columbia issue pic- 
tures Columbus clean shaven, in 
sight of land. The two cent de- 
picts the landing and the discover- 
er appears heavily bearded. This 
seems a bit incongruous. Columbus 
seems to be the “goat” of erratic 
engravers; on the stamps of St. 
Kitts-Nevis, the navigator is 
peering through a telescope (an 
instrument which was not invent- 
ed until half a century after his 
death.) 

On the 1928 issue of Hungary, 
(Seotts No. 422), King Stephen is 
shown wearing a crown of which 
the cross is bent. Bearing in mind 
the facts that Stephen died in 
1038 and the cross is reputed to 
have been bent after the battle of 
Mohaes (1526), one is inclined to 
doubt the engraver’s veracity. But 
yet we cannot condemn the Hun- 
garians for the viking ship on the 
five cent Norse-American is 
equipped with a sail that was not 
put into use until some three hun- 
dred years after the event which 
the stamp commemorates. These 
are just a few, there are many left 
for the observing collector to dis- 
cover. 


LATVIA 





In 1928, Latvia celebrated the 
tenth anniversary of its indepen- 
dence, issuing a set of stamps to 
commemorate the event. It had 
been, in the middle ages, a prov- 
ince of Russia, but in 1561 when 
Ivan the Terrible embarked on his 
notorious career, it passed under 
the rule of Poland. The Polish 
held it for over a century, but fin- 
ally ceded it to the victorious king 
of Sweden, Charles XII. In the en- 
suing century its suszerainity was 
won and lost a score of times. As 


a result of the third and last par- 
tition of Poland, the province once 
more enjoyed Russian rule. Al- 
though the population is largely 
of Finnish and Lett descent, little 
attempt was made to overthrow 
the Russian government in 1917. 
Then under the guidance of Ger- 
many, the governments of Vitebsk, 
Courland and _ Livonia were 
formed. These united when the 
central powers collapsed and 
formed the independent nation of 
Latvia. 

The early issues are popular not 
only because of their pictorial at- 
tractiveness but also on account of 
the paper on which they are print- 
ed. Bank notes, maps, everything 
was drafted into service. Among 
the many attractive designs is the 
picturization of St. George slaying 
the Dragon. 


KEEP A SCRAP BOOK 





As a sideline to stamp and air 
cover collecting, I keep a stamp 
scrap book. In this book I paste 
clipping about stamps, collectors, 
covers, ete., that I find in news- 
papers and magazines. It is 
really surprising how many inter- 
esting articles can be found if one 
looks for them. In the past year, 
1929, I have filled two loose leaf 
notebooks to capacity and am 
starting on a third one now. I 
show them to my friends and I 
have converted many of them to 
stamp collecting.

PRINTS 


Two varieties in Bureau Print 
Precancels that are worthy of 
looking for and worthy of laying 
aside as real varieties are submit- 
ted by Mr. Louis G. Barrett of 
West Roxbury, Mass. 


The first is a 3c Des Moines, 
Iowa, of the old perf. 10 type in 
which the “I” of MOINES is very 
short. In fact, it seems to be but 
a trifle over half the height of the 
other letters in the word. We at- 
tempt to illustrate it herewith as

it shows up much more prominent 
in an example than in a descrip- 
tion of it. 


The other variety is a similar 
one in the lc old type Perf. 10 of 
Chicago, Ill. This stamp has the 
“I” of “ILL.” short. The difference 
between the I and LL is not near

so pronounced as in the Des 
Moines variety yet the difference 
is readily noticeable. It would 
seem that the I is about one-fourth 
shorter than the other letters. The 
illustration will give you the idea.
